Federation, will take iu the entire 
city, aud it will be considered as a 
whole, HO that any work that is cloue 
along this line, after the proposed 
plau is in operation, will be iu keep- 
ing with what is to follow, aud also 
with what has been cloue, as well 
us time which nature has doue for us. 


Wiiile the ladies have been talking 


about the matter, they 
have also 


heeu working, and considerable cor- 
respondence has boen done both by 
them aud certain gentlemen in the 
city. 
This correspondence has been 


mostly for the purpose of discovering 
what fcho cost would be to have a 
man of known reputation and re- 
cognised'ability visit tho city one or 
more times, 
to look things over 


choroly, with a view to creating a 
scheme of decoration. 


Several well -known men have been 


hoard from on tho subject and ic is 
found than their prices for doing tho 
proposed work varies considerably, 
one of them being as low f-3 ${JfiO, 
while another goes as high as .ffioO.

ment which covered tho legal side of 
tho subject aud attempted to show tho 
futility 
under 
the constitution of 


eimotiug the bills before the Loiris- 
Intnro 
for 
consideration. 
Under 


either Uio Hustiug or Bray bill, ho 
declared Unit no capital would bo 
invested iu Mio development of water 
powers aud that if tho state could 
own thosa resources, it did not follow 
that they oould or would bo developed 
or that men could bo found to lease 
their use from the state under the 
terms proposed. 
Ho explained tho 


provisions of tho two bills aud stated 
tnat of tho two, the water power 
men preferred the Hustiug bill, not 
because its terms wore more favorable 
but because It, gave them the right to 
test its constitutionality 
at once. 


Tlib Bray bill deferring the time of 
its operation for twenty years, made 
this an impossibility. 


So powerful and couviuciug wore 


the arguments presented under the 
court 
decisions of this aud other 


states, that ho carried suuie measure 
of belief to the members considered 
adverse to his views. 
Ho declared 


that 
the 'interests 
he represented 


minted the privilege aud right to 
state their 
positiou, whatever tho 


action of the Legislature might be, 
for any bill passed would bo tested 
iu the courts, as to tlie right of tho 
state to r,ako over property wiiiiout 
duo process of law or as tc tifiles al- 
ready vested under the constitution. 


So forceful was the argument made 


that Senator Elaine asked if ho would 
not assist in tho preparation of a bill 
which carried witii it tho views of 
a majority of die Legislature upon 
this subject. 
Senator Bra/oau de- 


clared that he was willing to render 
such assistance as ho could to t;he 
committee- iu preparing a bill to be 
submitted. 
Ho reserved, however, 


the right to test any law passed iu 
the courts, giving au opinion based 
upon careful aud far-reaching investi- 
gation,1 that no constitutional law 
could bo passed which sought t;o in- 
augurate (;he doctrine of state"owner- 
ship. 


There were 
many pertinent in- 


quiries during tho discussion. 
There 


wore no complaints in a single case, 
be asserted, that the water power 
owners and operators were doing an 
unlawful business. 
He was at a loss 


to understand 
the 
animus of (;he 


agitation which sought to stifle fcho 
development of the resources of the 
state. 
From the view point of a 


legal argument covering every point 
of the controversy the presentation of 
Senator Brazeim was one of the best 
heard before any committee for many 
years.

GIVES ILL HEALTH AS REASON 


Retiring 
Official Basca His Request 


Entirely Upon His Condition and 
Receives Warm Praise In Letter 
From the President. 


Washington.— Richard A. Balllnger's 


resignation as secretary of the 
In- 


terior was accepted 
-by 
President 


Tuft and Walter L. Fisher of Chicago 
.was Tuesday appointed as his suc- 
cessor, 
Mr, Brilllnger tendered his resigna- 


tion in a loiter on January 19. being 
on the condition o£ his health, 
The 


president replied at once, expressing 
his confidence In Secretary Balllnger, 
his reluctance to accept his resigna- 
tion;- and" requested the secretary to 
remain in office until the close oC the 
session of congress. Immediately on 
the adjournment of congress Secre- 
tary Balllnger renewed his request, 


Tuesday President Taft. In a letter, 


formally accepted the resignation and 
Mr. Fisher was appointed as his suc- 
cessor, his commission being signed 
Immediately by the president. 
Mr. 


Fisher will tako office Immediately, 


Tho correspondence between 
the 


president and the secretary 
Is 
not 


voluminous, but displays beyond ques- 
tion tho confidence which Mr. Taft 
has reposed In Mr. Balllnger through- 
out tho long siege and the indignation 
with which he has viewed the attacks 
on tho secretary's personal and offi- 
cial integrity. 
"I :have had tho fullest opportuni- 


ty," the president says In his letter 
accepting the resignation, "to know 
you, to know your standards of serv- 
ice to tho government ant" the public, 
to know your motives, to know how 
you have administered your office and 
to know the motives of those who 
have assailed you. 


"I do not: hesitate 'to say that you 


have beeen the object of one of the 
most unscrupulous conspiracies for 
the defamation of character that his- 
tory can show," 


And in the conclusion of his letter 


the president declares that "every 
fiber of my nature rebels against such 
hypocrisy" (referring to the attacks 
on Balllnger's character) "and nerves 
me to 'fight such a combination and 
such 'methods to the bitter end, lest 
success in this Instance may 'form a 
demoralizing precedent,- But person- 
al consideration for you and yours 
makes me feels 'that I have no right 
to ask for a further sacrifice." 


The president goes on to declare It 


evident that he has been himself the 
ultimate object of the attack, and says 
that to Insist on Mr, Ballinger's ' re- 
maining In office "with the prospects 
of further 
efforts -against 
you,. Is 


selfishly- to Impose on you more^of a 
burden' than-. I Bought 'to impose."

on the secretary's personal and offi- 
cial Integrity.

you have administered your office nnd 
to know the motives of those who 
hnvo assailed you.

by 
President 


Taft and Walter L. Fisher of Chicago 
was Tuesday appointed as his suc- 
cessor. 
Mr. Ballinger tendered his resigna- 


tion In a letter on January 19, being 
on the condition of his health. 
The 


president replied at once, expressing, 
his confidence in Secretary Balllnger, 
his reluctance to accept his resigna- 
tion and requested the secretary to 
remain in office until the close of tho 
session of congress. Immediately on 
the adjournment of congress Secre- 
tary Balllnger-renewed bis request. 


fx:esday President Taft, In a letter, 


formally accepted the resignation and 
Mr Fisher was appointed as his suc- 
cessor, his commission being signed 
Immediately by the president. 
Mr. 


Fisher will take office immediately. 


The correspondence between 
the 


president and the secretary is 
not 


voluminous, but displays beyond ques- 
tion tho confidence which Mr. Taft 
has reposed in Mr. Balllnger through- 
out tho long siege and the Indignation 
with which he has viewed the attacks 
on the secretary's personal and offi- 
cial integrity. 
"I have had the fullest opportuni- 


ty " the president says' in his letter 
accepting the resignation, "to know 
you, 
to know your standards of serv- 


ice to the government anf the -public, 
to know your motives, to know how 
you have administered your office and 
to know the motives of those who 
have assailed you. 
"I 'do not: hesitate "to say that you 


have beeen the object of One of the 
most unscrupulous conspiracies for 
the defamation of character that his- 
tory can show." 
And in the conclusion of his letter 


the president declares that "every 
fiber of my nature rebels against such 
hypocrisy" (referring to the attacks 
on Bellinger's character) "and nerves 
me to fight such a combination and 
such methods to the bitter end, lest 
success in this instance may -form a 
demoralizing precedent.- But person- 
al consideration for you and yours 
makes me feels that I have no right 
to ask for a further sacrifice." 


The president goes on to declare It 


evident that he has been himself the 
ultimate object of the attack, and says 
that to insist on Mr. Ballinger's re- 
maining in office "with the prospects 
of further 
efforts -against you, is 


selfishly to impose on you more of a 
burden than I-ought to impose."

ConHiderithlo disoussiou is going on 


now n days concerning the matter of 
testJn* 
of cows for 
tuberculosis. 


Many farmers are dead against the 
plau,-while others are lukewarm ou 
the subject, ami some others are iu 
fuvor of it. 


Probably the time will never come 


wliuu the whole mifciou. will believe 
alike on this subject, any more than 
any other, but it is to be hoped' that 
a time will come when enough of 
the people will believe alike, either 
one way or the other, so that.the 
matter cau 
be regulated iu some 


way to suit the majority and those 
that are left will be in such a hope- 
lean minority that they will not figure 
iu the matter whatever 


Amoup: the callers at the Tribune 


olHoo, ou Monday were, Win. Shirley 
and 0. F. Thoel, both farmerH from 
the town of Han sen, and they had 
considerable to say about the matter 
nl' touting cattle, aud their opinion 
seemed to be that the whole business 
was a fake iiuJ that the mou who 
were making the testa were fakirs. 


That farmers have this idea is not 


to be wondered at, when everything 
is considered. 
Many men who live 


in the city and have1 every chance to 
inform themselves of different sub- 
jects, 
are of the 
same opinion. 


Some farm papers ridicule the idea 
of 
cows haviUR 
tuberculosis,' and 


others laup;h at theVssortiou chat it 
can bo conveyed from the cow to the 
human family thru the use of the 
milk. 


The Tribune is not iu a position to 


state either one way or the other. 
However, we have medical men aud 
scientists who ara devoting their life 
to the work of searching out these 
matters, aud when they have put; in 
woeks and mouths aud years runuina 
down'a matter, aud then make the 
statement that a certain thiuu; is a 
scientific fact, we accept it to be a 
fact. 
And it does not make any 


difference' whether we accept it uv 
not; tlio rust of the world does and 
It moves aloiiK aud civilization pro- 
gresses, and whether any one person 
likes a tiring or not, ho has either 
Rut to accept those things and move 
along with the procession, or the day 
will come 
before 
lonpt when 
he 


will 11 nil himself hopelessly in 
the 


rear. 
. So it is with this tuberculosis feast. 
\Yo may not believe iu it and wo may 
think it is all Kraft, 
but 
if the 


general public accepts the theory and 
Kuverus itself accordingly, we have 
either to accept it or be left behind. 


On the matter that Messrs, Sbirlev 


and Theel brought up was the subject; 
of cost to the farmer; 


Of course the general accepted fee 


Cor doiug this sort of work is oue 
dollar, and this applies to people 
living in the city or very uoar to it, 
but it is an ontiroly different pro- 
position when applied to the farmer 
living ten or fifteen miles from town. 


In such a case, if a farmer wants to 


sell a head of stock that has not 
boon tested, there is 'nothing for him 
to do but to send, to town for a 
veterinarian- or other person qualified 
to make such a tost, and - t h e result 
is that it costs from five to ton dol- 
lars, which is practically a prohibi- 
tive price. 
The oouseqnouce is that 


the oow is»uot sold when ihe inouoy 
is needed the most, and maybe never. 


• It is suggested, that farmers go in 
together aud have their herds tested. 
This is a good theory, but as Mr. 
•Shirley stated, 
farmers were not 


great hands to co: in together, and 
when oue had money and was ready 
to have .his herd tested, his neighbor 
might not feel so-flush aud the conse- 
quence wouId be that no agreement 
could bo come to. 
, 


Mr. Shirley was,'of the' opinion 


that if the state passes laws compell- 
ing cattle to be tested for tubercu- 
losis, it was the business of the.state 
to do such testiuK and to have iu: 
sneotors who will look after 
the 


matter, and as the measure is one for 
the protection of the public that the 
public should pay for tr. 
Not make 


the poor, downtrodden farmer who is. 
trying to make a living off from 
eighty acres ;of sfcurnp-land,, .-pay a 
good price before lie is able-to sell a 
cow, 
with the proceeds of whiolrlie 


hopes to pull, thru a hard-winter that 
follows a dry season,-and. thus live to 
make one more- effort to 'wrest a" 
fortune from :old mother earth. 


For the-farmer .wlio-has'-."got.a good: 


sized farm, .well cleared aud under 
perfect cultivation, the matter/of 
testing a herd of cattle is but.a small 
matter.1' He generally keeps a pretty 
good grade 'Of stock and --his.Income 'is 
large enough .so there.'is no trouble 
in giving them the-best-of care.- -It 
.is the -small farmer .who feels tho 
.hardship the greatest.

Her good neighbors havo 


told her all about these adjuncts to tooth cut- 
Sing and tho wonderful results that they hftvo 
'obtained through tholr use. Tho mother doos 
not realize that all those contrivancoo are 
d,anagerous to tho health and well-being of,her 
'child, often being tho moans. ot Introducing 
some serious contagious or Infectious disease 
of a most dangorotla character. 
It has boon 


found that rubber rings or pacific™ aro bac- 
teria carriers, being loaded with germs of a 
most virulent type. Even If cleaned and ster- 
ilized; there Is another reason why they should 
never bo used. They deform the mouth. Tho 
dental tissues of the Infant are soft and yield- 
ing and the use of rlnga nnd pacifiers often 
distorts tho mouth and gums, frequently re- 
sulting In what Is known us mal-occluslcni ot 
tho teeth, a condition where the upper and 
lower sets do uot properly moot;

average man, woman and child haa been sadly 
neglected. They havo not been taught to uao 
their' teeth. When wo bolt our food wo Ignore 
one of tho most Important, ferments, ptyalln; 
(n our saliva, that haa much to do In trie 
process of digestion. But the American habit 
Is to aplt. and Americana aro tho greatest -sp;t- 
'tore of tho world. Between -meals they will 
spit out the Invaluable saliva, then when they 
eat they wash down every unchewed bolua or 
food with coploua draughts of water, coffeo, or 
In summer Iced toa. What a foolish, disgust- 
ing habit .It Is and more than foolish, more 
than' disgusting,'It la killing In Its hurtfulneas. 


It haa been'alatod that fully 75 per cent, 


of the pooplo of this country bolt their food. 
This habit la usually acquired during the ear.ly 
years of childhood and carried on during ones 
whole llfo. 


It should be the duty of all parents to make 


their children,eat slowly and chow their, food 
properly, 
Nature has placed these teeth In 


our mouth 'for a purpose, a very valuable pur- 
pose, too/and If we neglect to properly use. 
them, we aro Inviting conditions that seriously 
.threaten our health and general welfare. 


Diseases of tho nose and mouth have a

It lsvthe general supposition .that 
teoth always decay'-f-rom, the' 'outside; "as a' 
matter of fact the change .takes place from 
within'outward nnd'-'goes-on rapidly until' there 
is quite a large;cavity....Frequently toothache 
or extreme sensitiveness to hot'.'or cold'.food 
or drink are the first Intimations that decay 
has taken place. Sometimes there la no-pain 
at all.and:a. chance examination dlscloseg the' 
cavity In tho .tooth.

These tooth cavities ' are 'ideal Incubators 


for all kln'da of bacteria. ."Many .of the patho- 
genic bacteria require heat and moisture for 
their development and the unclean mputli and 
teeth offer all these conditions. It is not un-r 
common to find the, pus-producing1 organisms, 
tho-bacillus of diphtheria and "tuberculosis', in 
these'tooth cavities'.

The cases of unclean mouths are legion; 


not. only among 'children, but. among • adults, 
It is estimated'that,only eight'per cent."of.the 
people In thla couritryutake caro.of their teeth. 


'In a recent paper read before tho Society 


of'Medical Inspectors.of.-New York,;and com- 
menting on the condition of children's, teeth,. 
Dr, Merrltt said: "It may be said without fear 
of contradiction that If tho teeth of the com- 
ing generation are to be saved It must be done 
during tholr school.illfe. 
In the".-city, of-New 


York there are In this year of 1910 over (300,000 
school,-children; a-'.-veiy .large^ percentage of 
whom ure Jn need of dental treatment. Few 
of them ever make.use .of .a tooth brush; their 
mouths tire filthy b.oybnd'belief, and most of 
them have one..-or more ..decayed teeth." 


Dr. William ;H. Potter 'of Boston, at the ao- 


-HcitaUon of • the 
(jchool board of Brookline, 


''Mass., recently examined the .mouths., of the 
school children in that,exclusive suburb of 
Boston' and found"that 68 per cent, of the chil- 
dren had diseased and defective mouths and 
teeth. 
The school Inspectors of Cleveland, Ohio, 


examined 33,000 children laat year and dis- 
covered 77 per cent, of them to have defective 
teeth. 
It, ,hUs been estimated that there are 


over 9,000,000 children in the United States 
who have defective and diseased teeth and 
5,000,000 with enlarged glands and '7,000,000 
with 
defective breathing, due to adenoid 


' growths! In the nose. 


Dental carles frequently originates during 


pregnancy and should receive immediate at- 
tention. 
There • is an' old and true saying, 


"a tooth for every child,", but this can be 
avoided if the prospective mother will follow 
the instructions of, her physician and her den- 
tist. 


The teeth should never be neglected. It Is 


an essential to keep them clean aa It ia neceu-, 
eary for us to eat, They should be thoroughly 
brushed with a medium bristle brush three 
times a day. 
Moat people brush them .In a 


'very perfunctory sort of way, applying the 
brush horizontally. This doea riot remove the; 
small particles of food between the teeth and 
fermentation and decay results, 
The proper 


way la to first rinse, the mouth with water 
that has been slightly warmed. This waeheo 
away many of the food particles that adhere 
to the teeth. Next use the brush without any 
powder or paate to. dislodge any food that 
may still-remain .oh the teeth; then apply your 
powder or paste by means of the tooth brush 
and thoroughly use It along the teeth with tho 
cross motion usually applied with the ..brush 
to the teeth. You must also brush upward and 
downward, inward and outward, then back- 
ward and forward. 
In. this way all foreign 


substances are1 removed. • In order to be sure 
that:no partlclea remain even after this treat-, 
ment, It la necessary 'to paas silk dental floss 
between the-teeth. Very frequently if the flosa 
becomes ragged or breaks, It IB > a guide to 
some defect existing In the"tooth surfaces. In 
•selecting a tooth paste or powder be sure to 
secure a product'free from acid or grit.

In order to obtain a clean., mouth and have 


good teeth and health'it Is necessary that you 
should have your dentist, look over your teeth 
at least twice a year. You .are. not able to 
locate small cavities with' your': hand mirror 
and your dentiat has every appliance for do- 
ing so. Do not think,that because a:tooth has 
decayed it cannot be saved; the-roots, of teeth 
do not decay,- and the 'dentist; .with the' aid of 
fillings and crowns, can repair .these' structures 
and give you much comfort.

greatly Impair the proper chewing of .food, 'It 
is here thatvthe: dentist, can',be. of .important 
service to you. 


"Many mothers think -that it is uselesa to 


'take care of ;baby'B temporary .teeth, but this 
is a grievous, error. - T-heir permanent teeth 
have begun formation up In the gums during 
the temporary period, and are ready to mako 
their appearance at: the proper physiological 
time. If care Is taken with the temporary set, 
the permanent ones will appear with" some reg- 
ularity and be formed to produce correct oc- 
clusion. 
Mothers should clean the 
baby's 


teeth every day with a weak splution of bo- 
racic acid; a soft cloth dipped in this solution 
ahould be gently drawn across the teeth and 
gums at least twice a day. 
When a child 


reaches the age of 2% years it ahould be ex- 


. amined by the dentist. This is done to Insure 


that the'teeth and gums\are In good condition.

testing 
of cows for tuberculosii 


Many farmers are dead against tl 
plan, while others are lukewarm o 
the subject, and some others are i 
favor of it. 


Probably the time will never com 


when the whole nation will belie\ 
alike on this subject, any more tlia 
any other, but it is to be hoped tha 
a time will come when enough 
the people will believe alike, eithe 
one way or the other, so that tl 
matter can 
be regulated in som 


way to suit the majority and thos 
that are left will be in such a hope 
less minority that they will not flgnr 
iu the matter whatever 


AmonK the callers at the Tribun 


office oa Monday wero, Win. Shirle 
and O. I1. Theel, both farmers frou 
the town of Hanseu, and they ha 
cousidurable to say about the matte 
of testing cattlo, and tlieir opinio 
seemed to be that the whole buaines 
was a fuko aud that the men wh 
were making the tests were fakirs 


That farmers have this idea is no 


to be wondered at. when every thin 
is considered. 
Many men who liv 


in the city and havo every chance t 
inform themselves of different sub 
jects, 
are of the 
same opinion 


Some farm papers ridicule tbe ide 
of 
cows having tuberculosis, 
an 


others laugh at the assertion that i 
can be conveyed from the eow to th 
human family thru the use of th 
milk. 


The Tribune is not in a position t 


state either oue way or the other 
However, we have medical men an 
scientists who are devoting their lif 
to'tho work of searching out thes 
matters, aud when they have put i: 
weeks and mouths aud years ruuuiu; 
down'a matter, and then make th 
statement that a certain thiuu is 
scientific fact, wa accept it to be 
fact. 
And it does not make air 


difference whether we accept It u 
not; the rest of the world does am 
It moves aloiiu aud civilization pro 
grosses, and whether any one peraoi 
liktts a thing or not, ho haa eithe 
got to accept these things and mov 
along with the procession, or the day 
will come 
before 
long when h 


will tind himself hopelessly in th 
rear. 


- So it is with this tuburculosis t3.st 
We may not believe in it aud wo ma 
think it i.s all graft, 
but 
if tli 


general public accepts tho theory an 
eoverus itself accordingly, we hav 
either to accept it or be left behind 


Ou the matter that Messrs. Shirlo 


aud Theel brought tip was the subjuc 
of cost to the farmer. 


Of course tho general accepted fe 


for doing this sort of work is ou 
dollar, and this applies to poopl 
living in the city or very near to it 
but it is an entirely different pro 
position when applied to the farme 
living ten or fifteen miles from town 


In such a case, if a farmer wants t 


sell a head of stock that has no 
been tested, there is nothing for hi 
to do but to send to towu for 
veterinarian or other person qnalifie 
to make such a test, and the resu 
is that it costs from five to ten do 
lars. which is practically a prohibi 
tive price. 
The consequence is tha 


the cow is-uot sold when ihe mono 
is needed the most, aud inayba never 


It is suggested that farmers go i 


together and have their herds tested 
This is a good theory, but as Mr 
Shirley stated, 
farmers were no 


great hands to EO in together, an 
wheu one had money and was read 
to have his herd tested, his neighbo 
might not feel so flush aud the conse 
quence would be that no agreemen 
could be come to. 


Mr. Shirley was of the opiuio 


that if the state passes laws compell 
ing cattle to be tested for tubercn 
losis, it was the business of the stat 
to do such testina and to have in 
scectors who will look after 
th 


matter, and as the measure is one fo 
the protection of the public that th< 
public should pay for ti. 
Noi maki 


the poor, downtrodden farmer who i 
trying to make a living off from 
eighty acres of stump laud, pay 
good price before he is able to sell a 
cow, with the proceeds of which h 
hopes to pull thru a hard winter tha 
follows a dry season,-and thus live tc 
make one more effort to wrest a 
fortune from'old mother earth. 


For the farmer who nae got a aood 


sized farm, well cleared and under 
perfect cultivation, the matter ol 
testing a herd of cattle is but a small 
matter. 
He generally keeps a pretty 


aood grade of stock and his income ia 
large enough so there.is no trouble 
in giving them the best-of care.

Durltig this fermentation 
process the mouth bacteria acting 011 tho car- 
bohydrate foodstuffs produce acid fermenta- 
tion 
Tlicso nclds dissolve the lime salts of 


the teeth, exposing the dentine to the action 
of microbes which rapidly destroy the tooth 
structure. 
It U the general supposition that 


teoth always decay from the outside; as a 
mutter of fiwit the change takes place from 
within outward nnd goes on rapidly until there 
Is quite a large cavity. Frequently toothache 
or extreme sensitiveness to hot or cold food 
or drink are tho first Intimations that decay 
hue tuken place. Sometimes there Is no puln 
nt all and a chance examination disclose! the 
cavity In tho tooth. 


These tooth cavities are Ideal Incubators 


for all kinds of bacteria. Many of the patho- 
genic bacteria require heat and moisture for 
their development and the unclean mouth and 
teeth offer all these conditions 
It li not un- 


common to find the pus-producing organisms, 
tho bnclllui) of diphtheria aud tuberculosis. In 
these tooth cavities. 


Tho canes of unclean mouths are legion; 


not only among children, but among adults, 
It Is estimated that only eight per cent of the 
people In this country take cars of their teeth. 


Iti a roci'tu paper read before tho Society 


of Medical Inspectors of New York, and com- 
menting on the condition irf children's teeth, 
Dr, Merrltt said "U may be said without fear 
of contradiction that If the teeth of the corn- 
lug gunoiatlon are to be Mvcd U must be done 
during thvlr nchool life. 
In the city of New 


York there are In this year of 1910 over 600,000 
school children, a very large percentage of 
whom aro In need of dental treatment. Few 
of thuin over muke u»o of a tooth brush; their 
mouths uro fllthy beyond belief, and most of 
tin in have one or more decayed teeth." 


Dr Wltllnm H, Totter of Boston, at the so- 


HulULlon of the itchool board of Brookllne, 
Mann., recently examined the mouths of the 
school children In that exclusive suburb of 
Uoston und found that 68 per cent, of the chil- 
dren had dlioased and defective mouths and 
teeth. 


The school Inspectors of Cleveland, Ohio, 


examined 33,000 children last year and dis- 
covered 77 per cent, of them to have defective 
teeth. 
It has been estimated that them are 


over 9,000,000 children In the United States 
who hare defective and diseased teeth and 
6,000,00'} with enlarged glands And 7,000,000 
wllh 
defective breathing, due to adenoid 


growths In the nose. 


Denial carles frequently originates during 


pregnancy and should receive Immediate at- 
tention. 
There Is an old and true saying,

avoided 1! the prospective mother will follow 
the Instructions of her physician and her den- 
tist.

The teeth should never be neglected. It U 


an essential to keep them clean as It Is neceu- 
lary for us to eat, They should be thoroughly 
brushed with a medium bristle brush throe 
times a duy 
Most people brush them In a 


very perfunctory sort of way, applying the 
brush horlioutally. This does not remove the 
small particle* of food between the teeth and 
fermentation and decay results. The proper 
way li to first rinse the mouth with water 
that has been slightly warmed. This washes 
away many of the food particles that adhere 
to the teeth. Next use the brush without any 
powder or paste to dislodge any food that 
may still remain on the teeth; then apply your 
powder or paste by means of tbe tooth brush 
and thoroughly use It along the teeth with tho 
cross motion usually applied with the brush 
to the teeth. You must also brush upward and 
downward. Inward and outward, then back- 
ward and forward. In this way all foreign 
substances are removed. In order to be sure 
that no particles remain even after this treat- 
ment, It li necessary to pasa silk dental floss 
between the teeth. Very frequently If the floss 
becomes ragged or breaks, It Is a guide to 
some defect existing In the tooth surfaces 
In 


selecting a tooth paste or powder be sure to 
secure a product free from acid or grit .. 


Tn order to obtain a clean mouth and have 


good teeth and health It Is necessary that you 
should have your dentist look over your teeth 
at least twice a year. 
You are not able to 


locate small cavities with your hand mirror 
and your dentist hat every appliance for do- 
Ing so. Do not think that because a tooth ha* 
decayed U cannot be saved; the roots of teeth 
do not decay, and the dentist, with the aid of 
fillings and crowns, can repair these structure* 
and give you much comfort. 
Missing teeth 


greatly Impair tbe proper chewing of food. It 
Is here that the dentist can be of Important 
service to you. 


Many mother* think that It la useless to 


take care of baby's temporary teeth, but tbls 
1* a grievous error. TJielr permanent teeth 
have begun formation up In the gums during 
tbe temporary period, and are ready to make 
their appearance at the proper physiological 
time. If care la taken wltb the temporary set, 
the permanent ones will appear wltb tome reg- 
ularity and be formed to produce correct oc- 
clusion. 
Mothers should clean the baby's 


teeth every day with a weak aplutlon of bo- 
raclc acid; a soft cloth dipped In this solution 
should be gently drawn across the teetb and 
gum* at least twice a day. 
When a child 


reaches tbe age of 24 years It should be ex- 
amined by the dentist 
This 1* done to Insure 


that the teetb and gum* are In good condition.

"Uug and tho wonderful results that they have 
'obtained through tholr use. Tho mother does 
not realize that all these contrivances ara 
danagerous to tho health aud well-being of her 
'child, often being tho means. ot Introducing 
sonic surlous contagious or Infectious disease 
of a most daugcroils character. 
It has been 


found that rubber rings or paciflcra are bac- 
toria carriers, being loaded with forma of a 
most virulent type. Even If cleaned and ster- 
ilized, there Is another reason why they should 
never be used. They deform the mouth. 
The 


dental tissues of tho Infant are soft and yield- 
Ing and tho use of rings and pacifiers often 
distorts tho mouth and gums, frequently re- 
sulting In what Is known as mnl-occluslcm of 
tho tcoth, a condition whero the upper and 
lower sets do uot properly meet.

The sixth year molar is the most Important 


of all. teeth. U is often lost because parents 
frotiuontly think that It is oue of tho tempo- 
rary sot. 
This error Is duo to tho fact that 


It is cut while most of the first set of teeth 
are In the mouth. When this tooth Is lost na- 
ture makes an attempt to closo tho space, wUh 
tho result that tho entire articulation Is de- 
stroyed. Tho space thus created between tho 
tooth la difficult to keep clean, due to tho food 
particles being forced Into these spaces. 
Its 


loss Is also oao of the chief causes of irregu- 
larities of tho other erupting teeth. 
It Is tho 


'belief of tho entire dental profession that tho 
early loss of this tooth Is responsible tor more 
misplaced teeth and Ill-shaped Jaws than any 
other condition of the mouth.

ton of Shelbyville, Ind., at a meeting of the 
Indiana Dental association, delivered an Inter- 
esting address in which he deplored this hao . 
and advised that a national movement should 
be organized to be known as the "chewing 
movement." 
He said: "The education of the 


average man, woman and child has been sadly 
neglected. They have not beeu taught to use 
their' teeth. When we bolt our food we Ignore 
one of the most Important ferments, ptyalln, 
(n our saliva, that has much to do In the 
process of digestion. But the American habit 
Is to spit, and Americans are the greatest-spit- 
'tera of the world. Between meals they will 
spit out the invaluable saliva, then when they 
eat. they wash down every unchewed bolus or 
food with copious draughts of water, coffee, or 
in summer iced tea. What a foolish, dlsgust- 
inc habit -It Is and more than foolish, more 
than disgusting, It is killing In its hurtfulness. 


It has been' stated that fully 75 per cent, 


of the people of this country bolt their food. 
This habit Is usually acquired during the ear.ly 
years of childhood acd carried on during one s 
whole life. 


It should be the duty of all parents to make 


their children, eat slowly and chew their, food 
properly 
Nature has placed these tee.ta In 


our mouth for a purpose, a very valuable pur- 
pose too, and If we neglect'to properly use 
them we are Inviting conditions that seriously 
.threaten our health and general welfare. 


Diseases ot tho nose and mouth have a 


Teat - Influence upon the dental arch 'of the 
mouth, particularly • adenoid growths in. • the 
nose. 
If tho nose Is filled up with these ade- 


noids the free passage of air along tho nasal 
membranes becomes obstructed and results 
in the child becoming what is known as a 
"mouth breather." 
In this change from the 


normal physiological nasal breathing th'e den- 
tal arch Is deformed and irregular teeth is 
the result. 
Many of these cases are deplor- 


able, for It not only impairs the ability, of the 
individual to masticate food properly, but It 
Interferes with tho voice and changes the 
whole facial appearance of the person. 
An- . 


other deplorable condition due to these nasal 
growths Is the effect, they may have on tha 
mentality of the child. They become stupid, 
forgetful. Inattentive and lack the power of 
mental concentration. 
This Is caused by 


these growths obstructing the lymphatic cir- 
culation of the brain, preventing the proper 
supply of nutrition so easeutial to its develop- 
ment. These adeuoid growths not only- affect 
the den'tnl arch of, the mouth, but they are the 
frequent causes of deafness in children.

W. A. Mills of Baltimore, discussing this sub- 
ject at a recent meeting, ot "Washington -den-., 
lists, said', "one-halt our idiots and insane in 
our institutions today are ,so as the result of 


deformed dental arches due to adenoids in tho 


Is insanity in many cases due to defective 


teeth? 
That is a question that has aroused 


much interest in the profession due to an 
Interesting series of experiments made -by 
Dr. Henry S. Upsou, professor of neurology In 
the Western Reserve Medical school, Cleve- 
land, Ohio. He found among the insane in the 
asylums of Cleveland and 
Columbus many 


cases ot dementia- precox and melancholia, 
these patients all showing dental impaction 
ot the teeth. Taking nine of these unfortunate 
creatures. Dr. "Opson had them operated on 
dentally aud the results obtained were sensa- 
tional in the extreme. Six'of these have fully 
recovered, two much Improved and one showed 
no mental change at all. 


The 
common cause 
of all 
our dental 


troubles is decay of the teeth, known techni- 
cally as d6ntal carles, 
t Is a disease known 


to have existed for centuries. 
In the British 


mus'eum Is a skull.of a mummy| dated 2800 
B. C., showing evidences of we!l-ma!rked caries. 
Dr. L. M. Waugh of Buffalo, quoting from Guer- 
ni's "History of Dentistry," calls attention to 
a collection of Egyptian writings dating .back 
to 1550 B. C., in which are mentioned a num- 
ber oE remedies for. this" .disease. 
Decay or 


carles of the teeth is largely due to neglect or 
failure to keep th'e mouth and particularly the 
teeth p.roperly cleaned. .If food .particles lodge 
between the teeth and are not removed they 
eventually ferment; .During this fermentation 
process the mouth bacteria acting on the car- 
bohydrate foodstuffs;'produce acid fermenta- 
tion. 
These acids dissolve the lime, salts-of 


the teethe, exposing the'dentine to the action 
of microbes which rapidly destroy the tooth 
structure. 
It Is': the general auppositlon that 


teeth always decay-!f-fom the outaide; "aa a1 
matter of fact .the'change" .takes place from 
within outward and goes'on rapidly until there 
is quite a large; cavity.,..Frequently toothache 
or extreme sensitiveness to hot 'or cold' food 
or drink are the first: intimations that decay 
has taken place. Sometimes there Is no-pain 
at ail and a chance examination disclose* the' 
cavity in the tooth. 
: 


These tooth cavities' are ideal incubators 


for all kinds of bacteria. . Many of the patho- 
genic bacteria require 'heat and moisture for 
their development aud the unclean mouth and 
teeth offer all these conditions. It Is not un- 
common to "find the pua-preducing' organisms, 
the bacillus of diphtheria and tubsrculbsis, in 
these" tooth cavities. . 


The cases of unclean mouths are legion; 


not only among children, but. among adults. 
It is estimated that,only eight'per cent. of.the 
people in this.country" take cars of their teeth. 


lu a recent paper read before the Society 


of'Medical Inspectors of New York,,and com- 
menting on the condition of children's, teeth, 
Dr. Merritt said: "It may be said without fear 
of'contradiction that if the teeth of the com- 
ing generation are to be saved It must be done 
during their school.ilife. 
In the. city of-New 


York there are in this year of 1910 over 600,000 


. scho.ol, children, a very ..large, percentage of 


whom are "in need of dental treatment. Few 
of them ever make use of .a tooth brush; their 
mouths are filthy b.eyond belief, and most of 
them have one., or. more decayed teeth." 


Dr. "William H: Potter of Boston, at 'the so- 


.llcHfitlon of the ochool board of Brookline, 
Mass., recently examined the mouths of the 
school children in that exclusive suburb of 
Boston' and foucdrthat 58 per cent, of the chil- 
dren had 'diseased and. defective mouths and 
teeth.

The teeth should never be neglected. It Is 


as essential to keep them clean as it is neces- 
sary for us to eat. 
They should be thoroughly 


brushed with a medium bristle brush three 
times a day. 
Most people brush them In a 


•very perfunctory sort of way, applying the 
brush horizontally. 
This does not remove the 


small particles of food between tbe teeth and 
fermentation and decay results. 
The proper 


way is to first rinse the mouth with water 
that has been slightly warmed. 
This washes 


away many of the food particles that adhere 
to the teeth. Next use the brush without any 
powder or paste to dislodge any food that 
may still remain on the teeth; then apply your 
powder or paste by means of the tooth brush 
and thoroughly use it along the teeth with the 
cross motion usually applied -with the -brush 
to the teeth. You must also brush upward and 
downward, inward and outward, then back- 
ward and forward. 
In this way all foreign 


substances are removed. In order to be sure 
that no particles remain even after this treat- 
ment, it is necessary to pass silk dental floss 
between the teeth. Very frequently if the floss 
becomes ragged or breaks, it is a guide to 
some defect existing In the" tootb surfaces. In 
•selecting a tooth paate or powder be sure to 
secure a product free from acid or grit. 


In order to obtain, a clean mouth and have 


good teeth and health it is necessary that you 
should have your dentist look over your teeth 
at least twice a year. 
You are not able to 


locate small cavities with your hand mirror 
and your dentist has every appliance for do- 
ing so. Do not think that because a tooth has 
decayed it cannot be saved; the roots of teeti 
do not decay, and the dentist, with the aid of 
fillings and crowns, can repair these structures 
and give you much comfort. 
Missing teeth 


greatly impair the proper chewing of food. :It 
is here that the dentist can be of important 
service to you. 


Many mothers think that it is useless to 


'take care of baby's temporary teeth, but this 
is a grievous, error. • T-heir permanent teeth 
have begun formation up in the gums during 
the temporary period, and are ready to make 
their appearance at the proper physiological 
time. If care is taken with the temporary set, 
the permanent ones will appear -with" some reg- 
ularity and be formed to produce correct oc- 
clusion. 
Mothers should clean the baby's 


teeth every day with a weak solution of bo- 
racic acid; a soft cloth dipped in this solution 
should be gently drawn across the teeth and 
.gums at least twice a day. 
When a child 


reaches the age of 2% years it should be ex- 


. aniined by the dentist. This is done to" Insure 


that 'the '.teeth and gums '-, are In good condition.
